The City Council convened In regular session, at the regular mooting place In the

Oounoll Chamber at the Municipal Building, on Thuraday, April 10, 19*11, at lOiJO A, Mi,

with Mayor Tom Miller presiding. Roll call showed the following members prooentt Oouncllmen

Alford, Bartholomowt 01111a, Mayor Miller, and Councilman Wolf; absent, none.

The Minutes of the regular meeting of April 3, 19*H, morning and afternoon sooolone, wore

read, and upon motion of Councilman Alford, wore adopted aa read toy the following votoi Ayes,

Couuollmon Alford, Bartholomew, 01111B, Mayor Millar, and Councilman Wolf; nayo, nono.

A committee from the JPlrat Baptist Church, composed of Dr. Frederick IBby, Messrs. Lon Smith

and L. B. Bur not to, come before the Council and asked that an trio parking on West llth Street

from Congress Avenue to Colorado Street be permitted on Sundays in order to accommodate their

congregations.

• following the discussion, It wan the'sense of the meeting that angle parking on Bald street

be allowed on Easter Sunday, and that the Police Department be Instructed to have two policemen

stationed there on said date to>handle the traffic*

A Go'mmlttee from the Anglers Club, with B. J» Rupert as spokesman, came before tho Council

and submitted a requeat for the construction of a casting pond on tho State of Texas old fish

hatchery tract near the mouth of Barton Creak.

After considerable discussion, in which the committee agreed to the proposal that a ten-cent

admission charge' be made to help defray the cost, the Mayor declaring that tho only justification

for the expenditure of funds for this purpose being the fact that Auotln is the center of lake

activities and that same would provide a practice target for fishermen, it was moved by Councilman

Wolf that the construction of said casting pond be authorized provided the coot of same does

not exceed Two Thousand Dollars ($2000.00), and that an admission charge' of* 10 cents bo made,i *

The City Attorney was Instructed to prepare a resolution, for adoption at the next regular

mooting, authorizing tho City Manager to execute a quitclaim dead to H. D. Pruett and the

Klllcrest Baptist Church, convoying the wedge-shaped tract In front of their property at tho

intersection of East igi Street and Eact Avenue.

A general hearing on the proposal to amend the Electrical Ordinance relative to the provis-

ion requiring bond of Mastar Electricians, was called for Thursday, April 17, at 3tOO P. M«,

and tho City Manager wan instructed to notify the Electrical Board to be present.

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WHEREAS, God, in Hia eoodnoae created man to His image and HkoneeB nnd, after the

WHEREAS, Jaoua Christ, fulfilling the prophecies and proving Hie Divinity, took into
His fc&crod hands the ovord of tho Cross and carried on Hla head the crown of thorns, and on
thla day scaled the heights of Calvary to win tho victory of virtue over vice, of life over
death, of lovo over hate; and

WHEREAS, This Is the day whon wo contemplate Him with Kin arms flung wide on the Cross
to embrace every race and every nationality, and not merely tho members of one raco or of
one nationality; and

WHEREAS, we see racism rampant, hate prevailing, brutality riding high:

2E IT RESOLVSDi That wo proclaim this day a day of sorrow for our own ulns and for tho
sins of the world; and

BE IT H2SOLVEDi That v;o ur̂ o our citizens to ponder and pray today at tho foot of tho
Cross,' beseeching Hln clemency on us and upon our city and begging once moro for a victory
of generosity over selfishness, of love over hate, of life over death.
